NORRIS TELLS HOW EXPORT 


BILL WILL SAVE FARMERS 


BY SENATOR GEORGE w. NORRIS 


The bill which I have Introduced IB 


intended to provide a method by which 
farm products In America can be sold 
in foreign markets. 
We are confronted with a condi- 


tion here that makes It impossible 
for farmers to dispose of their prod- 
ucts for a price that will pay the 
actual cost of production. In Europe 
there are millions of people suffering 
for these products, but they do not 
have the money with which to buy. 


The bill, In effect, provides tor a 


middleman between^ the producer In 
America and the consumer In Europe, 
It follows the legislation of Congress 
in creating the War Finance Corpora- 
tion, under, which the manufactured- 
products of Amerlcca have been sold 
in foreign markets, and,, if enacted, 
would do for American 
agriculture 


what the "War Finance.'Corporation^ did 
for American manufacturers. 


The corporation would deal only In 
farm products. It would.;have a capi- 
tal of $100,QO!>IOW> (double the original 
suggestion) aubacrlbed by the govern- 
ment of the United States. The sec- 
retary of agriculture would be chair- 
man of (he corpqratlon and the other 
four members would be appointed by 
the president 'and confirmed by the 
Senate. 


Cooperative Plan ., 


The corporation would be empower- 


ed to buy farm products from produc- 
ers and association* of producers, and 
It la expected that It would work 
through the farm organizations and In 
cooperation with them. 


It Is authorized to secure lower 


freight rates for these farm products 
and the Shipping Hoard Is directed 
to utilize some of Its ships that are 
not In use for the purpose of carry- 
Ing the products across" the ocean at 
the cost of operation. 


It IB expected that purchasing opera- 


tions will be formed In the various 
countries of Europe where they are In 
neod of these product*, particularly, 


Poland Czechoslovakia, Belgium and 
Germany. 


I have been assured by representa- 


tives of foreign nations that there will 
be no difficulty or delay In organizing 
cooperative institutions, the obliga- 
tions of which will In turn be-guar- 
anteed by organizations of banks, and 
in some instances the guaranty will 
be further endorsed by the govern- 
ment under which the organizations 
are formed,' 


It Is Intended that the agricultural 


corporation organized under the bill, 
will sell products-to such foreign or- 
ganizations, on time, upon such obll- 
gatlons thus guaranteed as- are in 
the judgment of the 'board of direct- 
ors ample security, 


These securities will be held by the 


corporation, and on the strength of 
them, the corporation will Issue its 
debenture bonds, at a rate of interest 
that will enable them to be sold In 
this country, at par, 
" 


The money received from the • sale 


of these bonds will then be reinvested 
the, same as the original capital stock 
and the same operation can be re- 
peated until the amount of bonds Is- 
sued by the corporation Is equal to 
ten times the capital stock. 


Tax-Exempt Bonds 
The bill provides that these bonds 


shall be exempt from taxation to the 
same extent* and In the same way 
that the bonds Issued by the War 
Knance 'Board are no wexempt, 


In my judgment, the enactment of 


the bill Into law will result In a mar- 
ket for American farm ^products at a 
profit to the American farmer, 
, j 


The American farmer is entitled to 


the use of this much federal money 
because In the operation of the grain 
corporation there was a net profit of 
60 or 70 million dollars, all of which 
has been paid into the treasury of the 
United States and evey dollar of which 
was contributed by the grain growers 
of the country,,

Health Council made up of represen 
tathes fiom the ten leading national 
public health organizations, that the 
model bill for the registiation of births 
and deaths had been adopted during 
the past year in low a and West Vlr 
ginla, leaving only thiee states, Arl- 
zoia, South Dakota and Nevada still 
to adopt the measure in order to have 
uniform vital statlbtics legistratloa 
throughout the nation. 


The council pieseuted a report from 


the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice recommending that general hospi- 
tals in all parts of the country should 
provide separate wards or rooms for 
the cure of tuberculous patients and 
that such patients should not be de- 
nied a&ittance into general hospitals, 
at leasTin emergency and for tempor- 
ary periods, on account of the char- 
acter of the disease from which they 
wete suffering. The council presented 
a report on the social relations of 
medical profession recommending that 
the nature and transmission of com- 
municable diseases should be taught 
in the public schools, as is now re- 
quired in five states; that teachers In 
the public schools should be required 
to know something about communica- 
ble diseases and their control. 
That 


t h e Ameiican Medical association 
should support local practitioners by 
supplying them with properly equip- 
ped laboratories and hospitals for the 
treatment of their patients. 


The council also recommended that 


a committee be appointed to study the 
question, ot sects in medicine, to re- 
view the entire question of smallpox 
and vaccination and to prepare suit- 
ablfe material for educating the public 
on this subject.
